IN HIGH GEAR 


STAFFING PLAN PROGRESSES 


The opening of Epcot Center is only 203 days away as you 
read this, and construction workers have turned their efforts 
toward the project's details now — painting, sculpting, and 
literally creating Walt Disney's greatest dream. 

The catch phrase on the construction site these days is "test 
and adjust” as many of the World Showcase and Future 
World complexes approach this final phase of construction. 
Test and adjust begins after the completion of show installa- 
tion in each pavilion, and according to Norm Doerges, 
Director/PICO, concludes with the inspection of each aspect 
and detail of a pavilion by key management members like 
Marty Sklar, Vice President/Creative Development, WED, 
and John Hench, Sr. Vice President/WED. Only after this 
group is confident that a project is acceptable show quality 
will guests see the show. 

Briefly, test and adjust activities are performed by WED/ 
MAPO disciplines and the WDW Maintenance, adjusting 
and programming all show equipment, animation, projec- 
tors, lighting, artwork, curtains, screens, automatic doors... 
virtually everything inside the walls of the building ... until 
the test and adjust team deems everything ready for the 
guests to see. 

The World of Motion and the Universe of Energy will be the 
first to undergo this complex period of adjustment beginning 
March 15. The rest of the projects in Future World are 
scheduled for test and adjust beginning in April, including 
the monorail system, which begins operating May 27. A few 
details from Future World: 
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H igh atop American pate ture, the support steelwork for theclock (left) a on kohti t Ph Y 
towers nears an end. On the level below, the VIP room for American Express and Coca 
Cola will be built. 
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The ERORAS = aired in Central Florida proven by this Japanese structure. The 
building in the foreground will house the Mitsukoshi Department store on the first level 
and a restaurant on the second. In the steel structure behind and to the right, guests will 
view the story of Japan via an Audioanimatronic film and other special effects, and they 
can also sip Japan's traditional refreshment in the tea room. 





e Spaceship Earth's set installation progresses from the top 
scene down, and construction workers are currently instal- 
ling in the Islamic area, the cave scene, the Egyptian temple, 
and the Phoenicians, Greek Theatre and Roman Road 
sequences. 

e In The Land, special effect sand equipment for the desert 
scene, where guests will observe a simulated but very lifelike 
desert sandstorm, is now in place. 

è The utilidoor of the east side of CommuniCore is finished, 
and work on the west side continues. Show equipment in 
Epcot Central has been installed and tested. 

Moving to World Showcase, test and adjust periods are 
scheduled fortwo pavilions in May, threein June, and the rest 
to follow. Regarding individual pavilions: 

e Masonry work on the outside of the American Adventure is 
near completion and construction workers are progressing 
on the fiberglass ornamentation. Test and adjust for the 
giant, 300,000 pound show action carriage and fixed lifts 
located underneath the show area is in progress. 

e The France pavilion is ahead of schedule, with work con- 
tinuing at present on the exterior architectural ornamenta- 
tion. The pavilion will be complete at the end of July. 

e With steel work complete and the exterior framing and 
sheathing in progress, the Japan pavilion begins taking 
shape. In front of the building, the five tiers making up the 


pagoda are being assembled. Continued on pape 2 





Meanwhile, another important 
building phase of Epcot Center prog- 
resses; a plan just as crucial to the 
project as the construction itself. It's 
Manpower Planning, the “building” 
of cast members to staff the nearly 
3,000 positions that Epcot Center will 
require for opening day. 


Manpower Planning plays a part 
from the very beginning in the de- 
velopment of any project and 
Epcot Center is no exception. In early 
developmental stages, labor re- 
quirements were considered for the 
design of Epcot Center's attractions, 
restaurants, and shops. As designs 
were finalized, the management 
teams of each division invested end- 
less hours of planning, organization, 
and evaluation to weigh every option 
for staffing Epcot Center. Then, since 
opening day is rapidly approaching, 
each division has appointed a Man- 
power Coordinator who works with 
management to determine how 
many onstage and backstage cast 
members are needed for the shops, 
attractions, restaurants, offices ...in 
short, all the new positions in Epcot 
Center. 


But Manpower Planning goes be- 
yond the divisional level. The Man- 
power Planning Department, part of 
the Employee Relations Division, has 
been established to centralize and 
orchestrate the divisions’ needs into a 
company master plan. 


John Brownlee, Manager of Man- 
power Planning, meets regularly 
with Bill Sullivan and the Epcot 
Center Project Development team, 
the division coordinators and train- 
ing advisors to coordinate staffing 
needs, timetables, communication 
plans, and every other detail of 
Manpower Planning. 


As you might expect, the most logi- 
cal and economical way to approach 
Epcot Center Manpower Planning is 
to staff Epcot Center as an ‘‘exten- 
sion” of existing divisions. Simply 
said, the Operations Division will 
give Operations hosts and hostesses 
the first opportunity to transfer to Op- 
erations positions in Epcot Center; 
Merchandise hosts and hostesses 
will be the first to transfer to Epcot 
Center Merchandise positions; and 
so on. Interdivisional transfers will 
then be handled through the Man- 
power Planning coordinators and 
CPPO. Casting will then hire new 
cast members to fill vacancies left as 
a result of the transfer process.

While rockwork continues on the canyon at the Canada pavilion, the Chateau Laurier looms above. Pipes 


located among the rocks will supply water to a cascading waterfall. If the pavilion was 100 percent complete, 


you would be peering from the circlevision theatre. 





The Italy recreated in World Showcase comes com- 
plete with a taste of Venice. Underneath, romantic 
gondolas poled by gondoliers will pass. In the dis- 
tance, notice the progress of Spaceship Earth's ex- 
terior panels. 
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The Universe of Energy building stands essentially 
complete, and workcontinues on the exterior with the 
installation of mirrors and solar collectors, which you 
can see on the top of the structure. 
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Construction crews have prepared these buildings at 
the United Kingdom pavilion so they can begin 
thatching the roofs. On the left is the biscuit shop, on 
the right, the Royal Doulton China shop. 


EYES AND EARS will inform you of 
details of this entire procedure over 
the next few months. 

The staffing timetable is very simi- 
lar to the schedule used just before 
Walt Disney World opened. At that 
time, interviews were held during 
the summer of 1971, with most cast 
members starting to work in August 
and September of that year. In light 
of a similar timetable for Epcot 
Center, the transfer process will 
begin later in the spring and con- 
tinue into summer, with most moves 
occurring in September. 

Our 10-year reputation as the 
world’s number one vacation desti- 
nation is based on the quality and 
excellence of the Walt Disney World 
of today. In order to maintain the Dis- 
ney standards of excellence through 
Walt Disney World, the plan is to 
create a balanced distribution of sea- 
soned pros providing leadership and 
continuity throughout the Magic 
Kingdom, Epcot Center, the resorts, 
and every other part of Walt Disney 
World.

If the letter “P” 
appears on the tire in front of the tire 
size, you have P-metric radials and 
should insure that you maintain 395 
pounds of pressure in the tires.
